1 men equitably, and on only one occasion, ten years ago, when there was a walk-out in our 
shop on a strike for all day work, we then refused to make an open shop, feeling that there 

_ would be a settlement between our men and ourselves without recourse to qutside influence, 
which took place and our men came back satisfied.
